SILVER CERTIFICATES. & 
ITS FRIENDS SOMEWHAT OVERZEALOUS IN 

ITS BEHALF—THE BULLION-CERTIFICATE 

REPORT. 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune 

‘WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27.—Judge L. E. Pay- 
son, of Lilinois, will tomorrow present to the 
House from the Committee on Coinage the fol- 
lowing report on the bill relative to coinage and 
silver certificates: 

The proposed legislation is, first, a mendatory 
to Secs. 3,511 and 3,518 of the Revised Statutes, 
which sections named the gold and silver coins 
provided by law. No changes are proposed as 
to these, except, first, the $land $3 coins are 
stricken from the list of gold coins and 
the trade dollar from the list of ail- 
ver coins, Secogd, the standard I- 
ver dollar. coined now provided by law, 
is made the unit of value. Third, the subsidiary 
siiver coins are made of full standard value, 
and all the gold and silver coins authorized by 
law are made a legai-tender for all sums at their 
nominal value; aid, as to the trade dollar, its 
coinage is practically and properly discontin- 
ued, so that its retention in the list of coins is 
obviously improper. 

THE OMITTED COINS 
($1 and $3 gold-pieces) are in so slight de- 
mand, and so few are coined (and in- 
deed they never gained any substantial 
hoid on popular favor), that it is deem. 1 
expedient to suspend any further coinage 
of them. The propriety of the proposed legis- 
lation as to the silver coinage will be best seen 
by a brief examination of the monetary laws 
relating to silver of the United States from the 
foundation of the Government. In 1785, under 
the Articles of Confederation, the Congress 
adopted the silver dollar as the unitof money. 
No other legislation was had until 1792, when, in 
the act providing for the establishment 
of a mint, Congress enacted that “the 
money of the United States shall be 
expressed in dollars or units, the dol- 
lar to be of the value of a Spanish milled 
dollar, as the same is now current, and contain 
Nik grains of pure silver.” Without stating 
the provisions of the different coinage acts from 
that date to this time, it is sufficient to say that 
DURING THE WHOLE HISTORY OF THE GOV- 
ERNMENT 

the weight of pure silver in the silver dollar has 
been always the same, and, until the act of 1873, 
it was a tull legal tender, as well as the unit of 
value. Until the act of February, 1853, the sub- 
sidiary or fractional silver coinage was 
of full standard value, but, as will be 
remembered, in 1634 the legal relation 
of value between the metals was established at 
15.98 to 1, which, as to commercial values cur- 
rent then, was an undervaluation of silver, and 
for that reason from that time tili 1873 our silver 
dollar in the London market commanded a pre- 
mium over the goid dollar of from 1 to3 percent. 
Hence there was a tendency to export silver 
rather than gold in the settlement of the then 
adverse balances of trade ayainst us, resulting

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“OLD HAVERHILL.” 


A Historic OCity-The Birthplace of 
Whittier—Sceac of „ non Hound 
The Home of Hannah Dustin, the 
Heroine—An Interesting Narrative. 

Td the Editor of The Chicago 
Cutcaco, Feb. MIt has occurred to the 
writer hereof that perhaps some of your readers 
would be interested in reading a few lines in 


New Hampshire. 

She occupies a narrow ribbon of land just 
three miles wide on the north bank of the Me- 
rimack River, about eighteen miles from its 
mouth, and at the head of steamboat naviga- 
tien. The river bere runs a northeasterty 
course, and its channel was formerly claimed 
by New Hampshire as the boundary between 
the two rival colonies. A compromise was 


| and wavy ine was established just three miles 
north of the.Merrimack—from the point where 
it bends sharply from its southerly course to 
northeasterly to its mouth at Newburyport. As 
the river was crooked the State line had to be 
crooked 4180. By this crooked little bargain 
the old Bay State gained and the Granit State 
lost as fine a strip of territory as either can 
boast of today. New Hampshire was so much 
afflicted at the loss of Haverhi!! that she made 
baste to establish another Haverhill on the Con- 
necticut River, full 100 miles away, safe trom 
the clutch of the Bay Colony iand-grabbers. 

„ Pentucket” was the ancient Indian name, 
and by that name the poet Whittier celebrates 
it in one of bis sweetest poems. Here, on this 
narrow strip of land, the good Quaker poet was 
born, and on this same strip, but some fifteen 
miles further east. at Amesbury, he has lived 
most of the years since he grew up to manhood. 
It was on the old farm of his father, some three 
or four miles northeast from the ten-acre patch 
of desoiation which Chicago people can so weil 
picture to themselves @s the “ Barut District,” 
that Whittier tirst felt “the movings of the 
spirit,” and was moved to write bis first coutri- 
bution in verge, which he sent with great 
miscivings to the Haverhill Gazelle, in 
which it duly appeared. making the 
| Quaker farmer's boy happier than a king. 
It is that oid Haverhill homestead whose homely 
scenes and cherished memories he so beautifully 
describes aud so tenderiy embalms in Snow- 
Bound.” Bradford lies just across the fri ver 
from Haverhili, south, and Andover, famous for 
its Theological Seminary and Philips’ Academy, 
some seven miles south, while about seven miles 
southeast is Georgetown, formeriy called Row- 
ley, where the first woolen manufactory in 
America was built by Richard Bailey, in 1641. 
Lawrence is about eight miles up the river from 
Haverhill, aud Lowell about twenty. 

Fourteen years after the first white settiement 
at Pentucket the town or township was in- 
corporated by the name of Haverhill. This was 
in 1654, just 200 years before the organization of 
Kansas and Nebraska as Territories. Yet Hav- 
erhili, with a steady and prosperous growth for 
240 years, bad but 15,000 inhabitants in. 1880, 
while Leavenworth, Atchison. and Topeka, in 
drought-smitten, rebei-raidec, grasshopper-de- 
voured Kansas, had each a larger number, atid 
Omaha, in Nebraska, had double the number. 
In fact, Haverhill never became a “ city till 1871 
— t in the slow-going old Bay State a town 
cannot assume the style uud dignity of a “ city”’ 
until it das at least . iohabitants—whiie 
throughout the West a city grows up like 
Jonah's gourd, and sometimes dies as quickly. 
But small asis her population, Haverhill bas 
been for more than halt a century a bead-centre 
of the boot and shee manufacture, and witb the 
single 1 of her sister city, Lynn, some 
twenty miles distant, she bas no rivai in that in- 
dustry on the Western Continent. If every 
man, woman, and chiid of our 000,000 who 
wears a boot or shoe of Haverhili make could 
have been connected by telegraph with its 
parent city, how many millions of souls would 
bave felt the electric thrill when the üre- alarm 
sounded! 

During her whole lifetime of almost two cen- 
turies anda half, Haverhill bas borne an hon- 
orable part in the fine old Bay State Com- 
monweaith, has raised up ber full «hare of dis- 
tinguished men, including one millionaire—P. 
M. J. Hale, recently deceased, but since 1607 
her annals have been varied by no event so 
Startiing as that of the great fire.

It was, however, deemed best that she should 
seek fora time a more salubrious climate than 
this, and in the early summer of 1581 she went 
abroad to spend a year in travel, Joifiing a party 
of young ladies of Chicago under the care of 
Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Matz of this city. 

The tourists reached Rome in their Journey- 
ings in January, 1882, and remained there some 
weeks, where it is supposed she contracted the 
diseas® which terminated fatally. She was not 
stricken down in Rome, however, but about the 
Ist of February commenced with her compan- 
ious to journey northward along the west coast 
of Italy, letters having been received from ber 
which were mailed at Pisa Feb. 2, Leghorn Feb.

The San Juan Valley. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

DvuRanGo, Colo., Feb. 22.—As a citizen of Col- 
orado, and identified with the progress and rapid 
development of the “Centennial State,” and be- 
lieving that many readers of your valuable 
paper would be giad to learn something of the 
climate, soil, mineral resources, and railroad 
facilities of this part of the great San Juan 
Valley, I venture to send this imperfect sketch.

A Gang of Strikers Drive Off the 
New Hands Hired by the 
Company. 


Inefficient Protection Afforded by the 


City Authorities—Disgraceful 
Scenes. 

They had a lively time in Bridgeport yester- 
day, and it was a great day for the roughs and 
thugs of the Stock- Yards and vicinity who came 
down to have a hand in au expected riot, which 
did not occur, though from 12 o'clock noon to 6 
o'clogk last evening bloodshed seemed imminent 
several times, and it is fortunate that nothing 
more serious occurred than what is recorded be- 
low. Some three weeks ago a little strike was 
started at the blast furnaces of the Union Iron 
& Steel Company's works, corner of Thirty-first 
street and Archer avenue. 

IT CAME ABOUT IN THIS WAY: 
At the Ruodes & Bradley and the North Side 
Rolling- Mill blast furnaces “ the fillers” worked 
on two shifts of twelve hours each. At the 
Union Works the men worked but eight hours 
each, but received pay averaging from 10 to 25 
cents more per day than was paid by the other 
concerns for a day of twelve hours, a difference 
of over 33 per cent, as the Union people ciaimed, 
against them, which they did not care to stand 
longer. The company usually runs four piast 
furnaces, but at the time Of the strike only one 
was really in blast. At each furnace there are 
employed some thirty odd fillers. These 
men are known as top and bottom fillers. The 
latteR load the barrows at the bottom and send 
them to the top of the cupola, where they are 
dropped into the blast under the beil. There 
are the men, also, who shovel lime, coke, etc. 
Including keepers and helpers, some 100 or more 


men are employed about à blast furnace. As 


soon as the men received notice of what was 
expected of them, they struck, and allowed the 
furnace to become chilled, and thus left, us they 
supvosed, the company in the lurch.

BISMARCK S INFLUENCE, 


How the Prince Gained His Great 
Power at Home. 
Herbert Tuttle in February Atlantic. 
One secret ot Bismarck’s power of fascina- 


tion over the German people lies without 


doubt in the intellectual sympathy which was 
established between them after 1866. Up to 
that time he had been judged only by the 
outward, superficial, and transient aspects of 
his. policy, without reference to—for the 
greaier part even in ignorance of—ultimate 
aims; and this is equally true of Conservatives 
and of Liberals. The Conservatives saw him 
trampling the Constitution of Prussia under 
his feet, aud that act of destruction seemed

The Startling Story of a Hawaliian

San Francieco Uhrontele, Feb. 17. 

Andreas Nielsen, Sécond- Mate of the barken- 
tine Ella, from Honolulu, was an interpreter of 
the Norwegian language in some of the delecta- 
bie courts of Kanaka land. Nielsen was also an 
overseer on the plantation of E. G. Hitchcock, 
at Papaikou, in Hawaii, and, having been for 
the past year most closely associated with the 
Norwegian slaves of Kalakaua’s decaying 
kingdom, is able to speak authori - 
tatively of the hopeless condition of 
these most unfortunate people. Nieisen’s 
‘deseription of the lives of bis unbappy coua-

New York Herald. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—There has been 
argued within a few days past before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Lands and before a sub-com- 
mittee of the Judiciary Committee of the House 
a phase of a land-grant which is positively de- 
licious in its cool audacity.

The greatest statesman of 
the age, he was also recognized as the most 
characteristic of Germans—the type as woll as 
hero of the nation—a combination of Luther, 
Goetz von Lerlichingen, and Marshal Vorwarts; 
a brawny, swaggering giant, fond of eating, 
drinking. and fighting, gitted with a coar 
telling humor, ready with the Latin of a corps 
student, yet with a serious purpose beneath the 
noise of spurs and beer-giasses, beneath billings- 
gate doggerel and insolence,and a will which: 
admirably served his purpose. No such pictur- 
esque character has appeared in Germany since 
Frederick the Great, and in some respects he 
understands his countrymen better than ever 
the hero of Sans Souc: did, He has never, for 
instance, snocked their religious sense by bis 
own indifference. He is a biunt, stern, aimost 
brutal rationalist, while Frederick, except in 
war, showed a strong taste for foppish, senti- 
mental, and fantastic methods. It is impossibi 
to imagine Bismarck playing an unskillfu 
flute, or composing French ballads, like a love- 
sick schoolboy. The deadiy foe of every- 
thing like -dilettanteism, he saw at once 
through the shallowness and insufficiency of the 
liberal plan; put Germany “in the saddle, as he 
bad — ; fought out the battles of his gen- 
eration with blood and iron, not with pariia- 
mentary speeches,” and restored the medieval 
briganes to the place which had so long been 
usurped by a race of dyspeptic philosophers. 
Nay, ne even contirmed in a startimg way one 
of the favorit theories of the philosophers them- 
selves. They had long taught, some of them, 
that civilizadon was but an unsubstantial polish, 
beneath which was hidden the savage man in all 
his picturesque ugtiness. Bismarck rubbed off 
this potish, and presented the original, uncor- 
rupted German; a brawling trooper, equipped 
for desperate wurk; fighting with Barbarossa, 
robbing with Uarl Moor, burning towns with 
Tilly, saying mass with priest before sackmg 
his church, and drinkimg with the landiord 
before robbmg his till; a strange compound 
of trankness and ferocity, of depravity and 
superstition, of barbarian morals and rian 
valor. This personage, Itttle cha by time, 
with more decorum, indeed, but less humor, 
more method but less generosity, de called 
forth to complete the task on which poets, ped- 
agogs, and barristers nud spent their feeble 
strength.

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JupGE Payson’s report on the bill relat- 
ing to coinage and silver certificates, which 
is presented in our columns today, will be 
laid before the House of Kepresentatives this 
afternoon. The review of the silver legisia- 
tion of the United States contained in it is in- 
structive. The part of it which jastifies the 
remonetization of silver and 
restoration of the silver dollar as the unit 
of yalue, is unassailable. The argument in 
favor of making the fractional silver coins 
represent accurately their proper proportions 
of bullion is cogent and complete. But we 
cannot believe, with Judge Payson, or the 
other members of the committee, that the pol- 
icy of issuing certificates against devosits of 
silver bullion -would be wise. The report 
says: “Ifthe experience of the past two 
years proves anything, it clearly demon- 
strates that, for business transactions, certili- 
cates based on actual deposits of silver dol- 
lars are preferred not only to the silver coin, 
but to gold coin itself.” ‘his is true. But it does 
not follow that the unlimited issue of certifi- 
cates against bullion (not dollars) would be 
a judicious measure. On the contrary, the 
presumption is that it would be mischievous 
and possibly disastrous. It would make the 
United States the dumping-ground for the 
silver of the civilized world, probably drive 
out gold, and make silver thé sole basis of 
circulation. It would also invite unlimited 
inflation of the circulation, promote specula- 
tion, and eventually bring on another panic. 
Tue Cuicago TRIBUNE has always been in 
favor of a double standard. It has not ad- 
vocated a single standard of silver any more 
than it has approved a singie standard of gold. 
Hence it believes that the bill reported by the 
committee is contrary to good publie policy, 
and ought not to have the sanction of Con- 
gress. From the point of view of partisan 
expediency itis surely an unwise measure, 
as it can never receive a vote sufficient to 
overcome a veto which would be tuterposed.

BLAINE’S MEMORIAL ORATION. 

The Garfield memorial oration delivered in 
the Hal of the Houseof Representatives yes- 
terday before a most august assemblage 
must be considered beyond question as the 
most masterly and most beautiful of all the 
tributes which have yet been paid to the life 
and memory of the illustrious dead. 


have been expected from a personal friend 
and admirer the cool and clear analysis of 
the accurate observer of human nature, but 
the affection engendered by personal inter- 
course is not allowed to carry the spegker 
into rhapsody on the one hand or u Ve. 
gerations of partisanship on the other. Lifits 
literary style it is clear, concise, and thought- 
ful, purely written, calmly stated, and at 
times, particularly in the peroration, glow- 
ingly eloquent. It is a compact, symmetrical 
sketch which will long survive the oecasion 
upon which it was pronounced, and it is not 
too much to claim that there are portions of 
it which will pass into our literature as 
choice specimens of American oratory. 
There are three or four points in this ad- 
dress which deserve more than mere general 
mention, and one of these is the sketch of 
Garfield’s boyhood, and in this sketch Blaine 
draws a broad distinction, which will be at 
once recognized as correct, in the phases of 
poverty. The boy Garfield was poor, but not 
poor in the sense of the squalor or meudican- 
cy of cities, which subsists upon charity, and 
hates while it depends upon adjacent wealth, 
and has no motive or impulse in it that 
elevates. Young Garfield’s shortage ot 
money, as Blaine shows, was the pov- 
erty of the frontier pioneer life laying 
the foundations of future competence 
which recognizes future possibilities, and in 
which for the feeling of menial dependence 
that drags down there is substituted a spirit 
“ of broad-minded, generous independence.“ 
In such a non-wealth there is no menial de- 
pendenee, no inferiority of position. It is 
the struggle for life and manliness which 


man, and this kind of poverty, out of which 
Garfield rose to his exalted position and fame, 
and which is peculiar to a young, free coun- 
try, will be recognized by many as their own 
dot, or that of theirfathers, which made them 
useful and honorable members of the com- 
munity. 

The admirable analysis of the elements 
which enter into parliamentary leadership, 
and his characterization of the three men, 
Clay, Douglas, and Thad Stevens, who in 
Mr. Blaine's estimation had the paramount 
capacities ot leadership—and there are many 
people who will not be slow in saying that 
Mr. Blaine himself completes the quartet— 
will be read with great interest, but we pass 
this to another more important point which 
more intimately concerns the people of this 
country, as it shows them the real magnitude 
of their loss. If any one were con- 
yersant with Mr. Garfield’s purposes 
it was Mr. Blaine, and he has given 
them to the people in such a manner 
as will intensify the feeling of grief over 
his death. From the very outset he sought 
to correct the evils growing out of patron- 
age, the magnitude and corrupting influences 
of which were never so apparent to him be- 
fore, and had he tivéd “a comprehensive 
improvement in the mode of appointment 
and in the tenure of office. would have been 
proposed by nim, and with the aid of Con- 
gress no doubt perfected—a result which, 
it is needless to say, caunot be even hoped 
tor now. He had also laid the plans for a 
more complete restoration of harmony be- 
tween the different sections of the country; 
for “renewed and closer attention to ques- 
tions affecting the material interests and com- 
merwial prosperity” of the whole peo- 
ple; Tor the further cultivation of our 
Continental relations; and “he believed 
with equal eonfidence that an essen 
tial forerunner to a new era of 
National progress must be a feeling of con- 
tentment in every sectioh of the Union, and 
a general belief that the benefits and bur- 
dens of government would be common to 
all.” Before he had time to fully develop, 
much less realize, these great projects for the 
good of the whole country, he was smitten 
down by the assasin, and with him perished 
all the. plans which bis honesty and patriot- 
ism had suggésted, and which would have 
been gladly accepted by a people) already 
impatient of the low character of American 
politics. They can now realize the full ex- 
tent of their loss, and how far into the fut- 
ure the foul deed of the assasin has reached, 
80 that grief will be more enduring by reason 
of regret, and freshly renewed in the com- 
parison of existing circumstances with what 
might have been.

DIFFERENTIAL RAILROAD RATES. 
There seems to be some misapprehension 
regarding the purpose and authority of the 
commission which consists of Judge Cooley 
of Michigan, Judge Thurman of Ohie, and 
the Hon. E. B. Washburne of Lilinois, who 
were recently selected by the trunk-line rail- 
roads to arbitrate upon their trreconcilable 


differences. But one question has been re- 


ferred to these gentlemen-—-viz.: What pro- 
portion of rates should be agreed upon in 
equity between the West and the several 
competing seaboard cities which are the ter- 
mini of separate railroad systems, as are 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more? ‘the submission of this question does 
not assume that there should be any differ- 
ence: the railroad war which has raged 
nearly a year would have been ended before 
this if Vanderbilt could have been induced 
to concede that point. It is the hope of the 
railroads interested that the commission 
named will be able to find a solution and 
throw some light on the perplexing problem, 
but at the same time there can be in law 
nothing binding in their conclusions, Nor 
can the public as a whole look for any pro- 
tection from future railway extortion, what- 
ever the present commission’s decision may 
be. An agreement between the trunk rail 
roads. that on a basis of 25cents per 100 pounds 
for grain, for instance, the New York 
road should charge the full rate, while 
100 pounds of grain freight should be car- 
ried to Philadelphia for 2 cents and to Balti- 
more for 2 cents, would furnish no guar- 
antee or probability of low rates to the public. 
The schedule would merely fix the propor- 
tion of charges between these different cities 
and any given point in the West, while the 
railroads by agreement among themselves 
would be able to make the rates as high as 
they pleased. 

At the same time, the question of differen- 
tial rates has a considerable interest for the 
genera! public as well as the particular com- 
munities concerned, If there shall ever be a 
permanent agreement between the Grand 
Trunk & Boston, the New York Central, the 
Pennsylvania, and the Baltimore & Ohio cor- 
porations upon differential rates to the sev- 
eral teymini they represent it will be much 
easieg for them to maintain a pool“ for the 
imposition of excessive charges. So long as 
thie question remains open it must continue 
to be a bone of contention—the New York 
Central maintaining thatits advantages and 
facilities enable it to carry freight to the sea- 
board at New York as cheaply as it can be 
taken to the seaboard at Philadelphia or 
Baltimore, and the Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more Railroads denying and resisting that 
claim. This dispute, which materially at- 
fects the relative business of the four cities 
and the traffic of the roads leading to them, 
is always calculated to prevent: a combina- 
tion for high rates or to break Up one that 
may be made. Hence, in the absence of 
Government regulation, it ds in the public in- 
terest that there shall bé no satisfactory 
agreement upon the proportional rate from 
the West to these different cities. 

The merits of this question have never yet 
been determined. The owners and managers 
of the railroads terminating at Philadelphia 
and Baltimore have always contended that 
distance is the only proper basis on which to 
compute freight rates and for settling the dif- 
ierence, and that the Philadelphia and Balti- 
more roads should be conceded the right to 
haul freight from the West to their terminal 
points at a rate as much lower than that 
charged to Boston and New York as the dis- 
tance isshorter. But this theory is manifest- 
ly unfair. It is a question of the expendi- 
ture of force necessary to the accomplishment 
of the task in hand. The object in view, we 
will say, isto haul a car-load of Frain from 
Chicago to the seaboard. Other things 
being equal, the shipper is as will- 
ing to send his grain to New York, 
though it be 100 miles further 
away, as to Baltimore or Philadelphia, if 
it can be done at the same cost. If the 
railroad running to New York can afford to 
carry that grain as cheaply as the railroad 
running to Philadelphia or Baltimore, then, 
in any regulation or agreement on rates, the 
New York railroad is entitied to an equal 
compensation. The simple reason why it is 
claimed the New York Central can do this 
work as cheaply as the Pennsylvania or Bal- 
timore & Ohio is because the former road 
goes around the mountains instead of going 
over them as the other roads are forced to 
do. The expenditure of a less amount of 
force represents the cost, and accomplishes 
the same result in the longer distance as in 
the shorter, 

If Messrs. Washburne, Thurman, and 
Cooley are to throw any light on this dispute it 
can only be done by collecting trustworthy ev- 
idence asto the relative cost of hauling a 
train up and over the Allegheny Mountains 


‘and bauling a train around to the Hudsou 


River gap through them as determined by 
the relative facilities and management of the 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore Railroads on the 
one hand ahd the New York Central on the 
other. The trouble is, that any conclusion 
which may be reached -by any commission 
will only carry with it such moral weight as 
the high character and impartiality of the ar- 
bitrators and the exhibit of their data shall 
convey. The railroads are not legally bound 
by any decision that may be reached, but will 
be free to continue the dispute afterwards if 
they are dissatisſied with the award. Arbi- 
tration between railroadg willl never be of 
lasting force until it shall Je accompanied by 
Government authority.

This assertion exhibits gross ignorance 
of the Lilinois criminal law on the part of 
the Wisconsin Senators who made the erro- 
neous and misleading assertion. The jury in 
this State has full control over the amount of 
punishment a murderer shall suffer. They 
may adjudge him to be hanged or imprigoned 
for life or for aterm of years. The trouble 
in Chicago is to get a murderer punished in 
any degree under the loose, defective, rickety 
criminal procedure in this State. What by 
continuances which the murderer can ob- 
tain upon demand, changes of venue, 
new trials, writs of error, supersede- 
ases and retrialis ordered by the 
Supreme Court, long years must elapse 
before the most cold-blooded and 
atrocious murderer can be brought in sight 
either of the gallows or the penitentiary. 
And if the murderer has plenty of money to 
fee able criminal lawyers or influential 
friends to defend him he is in no great dan- 
ger of ever being punished for his crime. 
The Legislature of Illinois, session after ses- 
sion, declines to amend our defective crim- 
inal procedure, becanse the successful crim- 
inal lawyers throughout the State are gen- 
erally opposed to any amendment which 
would enable the people to punish such 
felons as are able to pay good fees to escape 
the penalties of their crimes. There is no 
trouble in getting verdicts and executing 
them on guilty impecunious men. The weak 
flies are caught in the meshes of the criminal 
net, but the strong ones easily break through 
it and escape by the aid of the well-feed 


criminal attorney.

It dissects his mental 
constitution to the minutest fibre, and com- 
pares his intellectual characteristics with 
those of other distinguished men of this 
country and England, and deduces there- 
from his exact status in the galaxy of the 
world’s intellectual giants. It is evident 
that the orator felt the grandeur of his sub- 
ject, felt that the character of Garfield 

too imposing for the florid language of nite 
eulogy, fit only for that severe analytical 
treatment demanded of the faithful, impar- 
tialbiographer. Thus the oration unwinds, 
80 to speak, like a panorama, presenting 
each step of the career of its great subject 
in a series of pietures so colorless as 
to be almost severe in their classic simplicity 
—a succession of Doric columns rising in 
massive grandeur, and producing, as a whole, 
a magnificent architectural effect. Never 
was orator more apparentty absolutely for- 
getful of self, or more oblivious of his 
august auditory. He seems awed by the 
splendor of his subject, absorbed in con- 
templation of the structure he rears from the 
blocks fashioned ready to his hand. As if in 
a vision he sees the great men of American 
history—Clay, Webster, Adams, Douglas, 
Thaddeus Stevens. Seward, and others— 
passing over the stage of life, and, giving to 
each his appropriate niche in the Temple of 
Fanie, places Garfield by their side, showing 
by careful analysis and rigid rules of com- 
parison wherein he fell short of each, 
wherein he was their peer, and wherein he 
excelled them al. 

Mr. Biaine’s oration is without exordium 
or peroration. It is absolutely unparalleled 
for its simplicity of style in the history of 
eulogy. Those who expected Blaine to in- 
dulge in rhetoric will be disappointed. 
Those who looked for indications of the ora- 
tor’s political purposes and views will look in 
vain for even the shadow of a suggestion. 
Those who expected to witness a display of 
passionate emotion oran exhibition of pathos 
will be equally disappointed. If the story of 
Garfield’s life told in simple language is in- 
spiring, there is abundance of food for in- 
spiration to noble deeds, for inspiration to 
patient labor, for inspiration to honesty, | 
truth, candor, impartiality, and boundiess de- 
yotion to justice in Blaine’s oration. If there 
is pathos in the unimpassioned narra- 
tive of Garfield’s months of patient 
suffering, in the agony of his death, in the 
grief of his family and friends, and in the 
undissembled serrow of all civilized man- 
kind at his cruel taking-off, then Blaine’s 
address is replete with the tenderest pathos. 
Mr. Blaine holds the mirror up to Garfiel’s 
character, and points the world to its excel- 
lencies. He does not evensay: There is a 
man, take him for all in all, whose like we 
shall not see again; but he paints his char- 
acter so exactly to the life that the thought , 
of Garfield’s peerlesness becomes univygrsal. 
It is in this modest faithfulness to a supreme 
sense of duty, this comprehension of the 
grandeur of its subject, that the great merit 
of Mr. Blaine’s oration consists. It is unique 
in this, that it enchains absolute attention by 
the force of its personality—the personality 
of Garfield. It summons him ence more to 
stand before the world under the burning 
and shining light of his own life deeds, and 
darkens all space, that mankind may regard 
him without one distracting thought.

STATISTICS OF USELESS PORTS OF ENTRY. 

In the annual report for 1881 of Mr. A. K. 
Tingle, Supervising Special Agent of the 
Treasury Department, occurs the following 
on the subject of the consolidation of cus- 


toms collection districts: 


That there are many useless customs districts 
cannot be denied, and no reason other than local 
pride or interest can be urged for their continu- 
ance. By reference to accompanying tables it 
will be seen that there are twenty-two ports of 
entry at which nota dollar of duties has been 
collected fora whole year, aud this is true of 
many previous years. There are thirty-two 
districts in which the year’s collections frum ail 
sources have not unled the year's expenses. 
Many of these may have had some importance 
when foreign trade was ca on ex- 
clusively in sailing vessels, and before the 
concentration of. the importing business at 
a few large ports by means of regular lines of 
ocean steamers, and the esta ment of the 

resent system of rapid inland trausportation.

tions —to the accounting officers of the Treas- 
ury and the Bureau of Statistics. The consoli- 
dation of districts and reduction of the number 
of purts of entry is calied for by sound business 
considerations, and may be accomplished with- 
out impairing the means necessary to prevent 
smuggling or withdrawing proper facilities for 
documenting vessels. 4 

We abstract from Mr. Tingle’s tables 
the following facts and figures showing the 
utter insignificance of a large number of 
ports of entry, and showing also how money 
is wasted—squandered—in their mainte- 
nance. These facts and figures relate to fifty- 
one ports out of a total of 125 ports, showing 
last year’s collections from all sources, and 
the expenses of such collections, by groups. 
Two ports collected $70,500 at an expense of 
$78,500. Five ports collected $111,000 at an 
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from them.“ 

Hawthorne, in his “ Scarlet Letter,” de- 
scribes graphically the old Custom- 
House, with the banner off the Republic 


floating over it and the eagle of our country 


gnarding its entrance, with its surrounding 


4 decayed wooden warehouses and a bark or 


brig discharging hides, or a Nova Scotia 
schooner “pitching out her cargo of fire- 
wood.“ He also deseribes the inmates of the 
Salem Custom-House: A row of venerabie 
figures, sitting on old-fashioned chairs, 
which were tipped on their hind legs back 
against the wall. Oftentimes they were 
asleep, but occasionally might be heard talk- 
ing together in voices between speech and a 
snore, and with that lack of energy which 
distinguishes the occupants of almshouses 
and all other human beings who depend for 
subsistence on charity, on monopolized 
labor, or anything else but their own 
independent exertions. These old gen- 
tlemen—seated, like “Matthew, at the 
receipt of customs, but not very liable to be 
summoned thence, like him, for apostolic er- 
rands—were custom-house officers.” 

Hawthorne tells in his quaint and beauti- 
ful style how these venerable old gentlemen 
cowered and turned ashy pale, expecting to 
be removed from place when he entered the 
office bearing a commission as Surveyor. 
But his heart was too tender; it would not 
permit him even to waken them from their 
nap, much more to discharge them. He says: 
“ They continued, during my incumbency, to 
creep about the wharves aud loichr up and 
down the custom-house steps. They spent a 
good deal of time, alse, asleep in their ac- 
customed corners, with their chairs tilted 
back against the wail, awaking, however, 
once or twice in a forenoon to bore one an- 
other with the several thuusandth repetition 
of old sea-stories and moldy jokes that had 
grown to be passwords and countersigus 
among them.“ 

Hawthorne retired long ago from the Sur- 
veyorship of the Port of Salem, but the ven- 
erable old cierks and inspectors aro still 
there under the protection of the banner of 
the Republic and the American eagie, tilted 
back in their chairs, collecting our unele’s 
customs revenue between naps; and it costs 
46 cents to collect each dolldr that goes 
through their hands into the National Treas- 
ury. Congressman Spalding, of Michigan, 
proposes to disturb the old gentlemen of 
Salem and of two-score other ports where it 
costs from 50 to 300 cents to collect each hun- 
dred cents of revenue. But all the Congress- 
men from New England and from the Caro- 
linas will .object. They will declare hotly 
that the entire coast will be overrun with 
smugglers if the ports which collect next to 
nothing atan expense of several hundred 
thousand dollars are merged in the ports 
where the real business of importing is done. 

It makes ao difference that Mr. Tingle, an 
experienced customs officer whose business it 
is to see that smuggling and all other kinds 
of frauds are prevented, declares that smug- 
giing may be prevented as well by seventy- 
five sets of customs officers as by one hun- 
dred and twenty-five sets. The destruction 
of a port is the destruction of a slice of patron- 
age, and the average Congressman will cen- 
tend for patronage as the wolf fights for 
meat, 

The people, however, will stand by the 
man, be he Gen. Spalding or another, who 
presses for the abolition of useless, expen- 
sive custom-houses in season and out of sea- 
son. Let the bugbear of smuggling be met 
always by the emphatic assertion of Special- 
Agent Tingle: The consolidation of dis- 
tricts and reduction of the number of ports 
of entry is called for by sound business con- 
siderations, and may be accomplished with- 
out impairing the means necessary to pre- , 
vent smugaling or withdrawing proper facil- 
ities for documenting vessels.’’

THE MEMORIAL SERVICE. 

The memorial exercises in honor of the 
late President Garfield were solemn and im- 
pressive. The Hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives was densely filled. There were 
present the Congress of the United States, 
the Chief Executive and heads of depart- 
ments, the Supreme Court Judges, the Gen- 
erals of the army, the Admirals of the navy, 
representatives of foreign nations, and a 
throng of private citizens. Seldom ‘if ever 
before has such an audience assembled in 
this country to do honor to the memory of a 
departed citizen. 

The orator was equal to the occasion, and 
worthy of It. The choice of Mr. Blaine was 
peculiarly felicitous. He united the three 
qualifications of complete and accurate 
knowledge of the subject, literary and 
rhetorical skill, and eminence of public and 
private station corresponding tothe great- 
ness of the theme. He loved Garfield; he 
was in sympathy with every inspiration of 


‘his life; he knew all its secrets, and under- 


stood the reason of every act, and the justi- 
fication of it; he was part of the Adminis- 
tration; his own reputation was linked with 
that of his dead friend, and his power to 
speak for him as he would wish to be spoken 
for was greater than that of any other living 
wan. 

The trial to which the orator was subjected 
was a severe one. He stood in the presence 
of the great audience with the conscious- 
ness that every word he uttered would be 
carefully weighed. His speech or hissilence 
would be open to misconstruction. There 
were parts of Garfield’s life which would re- 
vive the memories of party strife; yet he, 
standing in that presence or even ina greater, 
could not forbear to speak of them. Even 
in his allusions to the earlier experience of 
the late President, he was constantly liable 
to find sympathetic or hostile listeners about 
him. The men who fought on the other 
side in the War of the Rebellion, the political 
and personal enemies of Garfield, of whom 
80 good and pure a man must needs have 
many, were posted on the watcli-towers, and 
were ready to raise an outery if he violated 
the conditions of the flag of truce. 

The critical tests imposed upon the orator 
were not less exacting. This was confessed- 
ly to be a great effort—a careful work. There 
had been ample time for preparation. The 
theme and occasion must inspire the speaker 
to show the best that was in him. He was an 
orator addressing orators, He was speaking 
of Garfield’s military career to the Generals 
of the army; of his legislative experience to 
both Houses of Congress; of his legal studies 
and practice to the Judges of the Supreme 
Court; of his Presidential Administration to 
his successor and his Cabinet. Perfect can- 
dor, moderation of statement, and honest 
ju nt were demanded of him by the oc-

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years, and he 

was a trusted friend in private, and a coun- 
selor in public, he did not refer to himsei/ 
from the beginning to the end of the oration.

hall, and his voice reached through the open 
doors to crowds of listeners in the lobbies. 
His allusions to Conkling were listened to 
in painful silence. Kach word was waited 
for as if that which should come next 
would be an indiscretion or a political 
watchword that should electrify the coun- 
try; but no such utterance was made. 
When the very beautiful and affecting pero- 
ration was being pronounced there were 
many on the floor and in the galleries who 
were not ashamed to show their emotion. 
Judges of the Supreme Court, Senators, 
and Representatives seemed to be deeply 
moved. The universal judgment in Wash- 
ington, apparently, was that the oration was 
worthy of the one for whom andthe one by 
whom it was spoken. If it had a déficlency or 
a fault it was the want of aconcisesumming up 
of Gartield’s character. That task may lave 
been too near the sources of the orator’s own 
grief for him to undertake it in public; but 
the vigor and beauty of the language, the 
impressiveness of the delivery, and the im- 
inediate response of the audience to the ef- 
forts of the orator were remarked by all

DANIEL WEBSTER’S WIDOW. 
DEATH OF VENERABLE LADY. 
Special atch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Feb. 27.—Last evening. at the Le- 
roy mansiqn, New Rochelle, just above New 
York, died Caroline Leroy Webster, the widow 
of Daniel Webster. The stately ‘old lady 
bed been seriously ill only about a Fort- 
night, although she had been gradually failing 
for a year from advancing years. She was con- 
fined to ber bed by an attack of rheumatic fever, 
which soon developed into pheumonia. As there 
was every indication that it was to be the ven- 
erable invalid’s last sickness, her physicians no- 
tifed ber surviving relatives, and they came to 
the old-fashioned mansion. The patient's death 
was perfectly painless, it seemed to those 
who passed the last hour at her bedside rather

rather than died. At the bedside were the 
brothers of the deceased lady, Daniel Leroy and 
William Henry Leroy; Mrs. Jacob’ Leroy, her 
sister-in-law, and Mr. and Mrs. Robert Edgar. 
The funerai will take place Wednesday morn- 
mg from Trinity Church, New Rochelle, and the 
body be buried in Woodiawn Cemetery. Mrs. 
Webster was Daniel Webster's second wife, and 
was born in New York Cityin 1797. Her father 

“““was the late Herman Leroy, head of the once 
famous commercial house of Leroy, Rayard, 
McKiven & Co., who Had a lar@e trade in differ- 
ent parts of the world. Mr. Leroy was ulso the 
first Holland Consul to the United States. 

MES. WEBSTER’S MOTHER 
was Hannah Cornell; daughter of the last Royal 
Attorney-General of the State of North Caro- 
lina. It was at ber father’s house, 76 Broadway, 
then one of the fashionable centres of the city, 
that in 18% she wes first introduced to Daniet 
Webster, the Senator from Massachusetts. ‘Those 
conversational abilities which had charmed so 
many of the visitors in her father’s bouse soon 
captivated the distinguisbed Senator, and, after 
only a few months courtship, be married her. 
The ceremony was performed in Grace Church, 
February, 1829,in the presence of a large and 
fashionable assemblage. In 1439 
SHE WENT TO EUROPE 

with Webster, and traveled through England 
and Scotland. During her sojourn in England 
she dined with Queen Victoria at Windsor Cas- 
tle, and was also a guest ot the Duke of Weil- 
ington and other distinguished members of the 
aristocracy. After Mr. Webster’s death 100 citi- 
zens of Boston contributed $1,000 each to a fund 
of $100,000, which was invested for bis widow's 
benefit, and the interest of this she received 
regularly, although she inherited enough prop- 
erty from her to fully supply her needs.

GLADSTONE’S BRAVE STAND.

LONDON, Feb. 27.— The Te, am's cable says: 
The sensational reports of Mr. Gladstone’s in- 
tended resignation are totaliy denied in official 
circles. The meeting of the Liberal party today 
was “allied merely that the Government might 
explain why it feels called upon to denounce the 
committee of the Lords. ‘ The situation in Ire- 
land is dangerous and critioal or it is not,’ say 
the supporters of Mr. Gladstone. It it is not, 
the Tories approve of the Government keeping 
hundreds of men in prison without trial. If it 
is, what is the use of the Lords aggravating the 
alarm in the disturbed country? All compromise 
with the Lords, it is said, has failed; but, while 
some Of Mr. Gladstone's followers disapprove of 
his action, the reports of his resignation are 
considered premature.” 

IN THE MORNING. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 27.—The political situation be- 
comes extremely strained. Gladstone and the 
Ministers, except Lord Hartington, held a privy 
council with the Queen at Windsor today. Mr. 
Gladstone will this afternoon add at bis 
residence some 300 Liberais, explaining his 
policy on the question of the Lords’ commission 
to inquire into the working of the Land act. 
Lord Hartington having made the appointment 
of the commission conditional upon their sup- 
port of the Government, itis now thought that 
Gladstone may offer some other alsernative in- 
stead of resigning.He premised to effect that 
the appointment of the commission was unwise. 
He may threaten to resign or dissolve Pariia- 
ment, and appeal to the country. A compromise 
between the two Houses is possiple, but not 
probable.

It was due to Mr. Brad- 
laugh’s skillfully but unscrupulously playing on 
and exasperating the House of Commons’ feel- 
ings. Not securing what the House previously 
refused, he has made a fresh appeal to bis con- 
stituency. Nobody defends Mr. Bradiaugh’s 
surreptitious oath-making, but- many doubt 
whether the House has not got the worst of the 
discreditable contest. There is a strong popular 
feeling that Mr. Braalaugh has not had fairplay, 
being expelled unheard, and not for his oath 
trick, but for subsequent disobedience of the 
Speaker's order to withdraw. It is recoliected 
that when Irien members were guilty last year 
of a similar offense, the penalty was suspension 
from a single sitting.

POKER-PLAYING IN FASHIONABLE SOCIETY.

It adds 
that London is undoubtedly indebted to Gea. 
Schenck for its present gambling mania in pri- 
vate lite, which is carried to such lengths as to 
become a serious social scandal. 

LONDON EXCITED OVER THE SALE OF AN 
ELEPHANT. 

The excitement about the elephant Jumbo hag 
been increased ratber than lessened by the pub- 
lication of P. T. Barnum’s refusal to reconsider 
bis purchase. The members of the Council of 
the Zodlogical Society have indisputably made 
themselves the most unpopular body in London. 
Their official apology, alieging the danger of 
keeping Jumbo, excites only ridicule. The real 
bistory of the sale has not been published. 
During the controversy between Scott, Jumbo’s 
keeper, and the Council, the latter required 
Scott to disclose the secret of his extraordinary 
power over an animal docile with nobody else. 
Seott refused, and the Council insisted and 
threatened to dismiss him. They then became 
aiarmed at the prospect of having an 
unmanageable elephant on their hands, 
and finally thought to settle ali difficulties by 
selling it. The hewspapers continue to publish 
elaborate accounts daily of the most trivial inci- 
dents. The strongest of pressure, including re- 
ported letters from the Queen and the Prince of 
Wales, was brought to induce the Council to 
cancel the bargain and leave to Mr. Barnum his 
legalremedy. The public would readily sub- 
scribe enough to pay the damages, but the Coun- 
cil absolutely decline to consider what they re- 
gard as a dishonorable proposai. The public, 
disappointéa by Barnum's obduracy, now rest 
their hopes on Jumbo himself proving more ob- 
durate than Barnum. Mr. Baruum's represent- 
atives are carefully watched, and nothing lixe 
cruelty will be tolerated. Itis possible that the 
police will interfere to prevent the removal of 
the elephant, apprehending danger from his 
progress through the streets.

SIBERIA AND ITS EXILES. 
Russia Building Up a Nation Where

Chain-Gangs—The Jeannette’s Crew.

Mr. George Kennan, of Washington, lectured 


last evening before the New York Geographical 


Society at Chickering Hall on Siberia; the Ex- 
iles’ Abode, and the Sufferimgs of the Sur .:vors 
of the Jeannette.“ Mr. Kennan said: 

“The people of Siberia are as heterogeneous 
as those of the Western Hemisphere, and the 
climate varies from that of a Middle Atiantic 
State to that of Nova Zewbia. The area of Si- 
beria is 6,000,000 square miles, its iength 5,600, 
and its width 2.500 miles. Ali the United States 
and all the nauons of Europe except Russia 
might be set down in Siberia and still leave 
1,000,000 square miles of unoccupied space. The 
country is divided ._tepograpbically inte three 
great zones or belts. First, the Tundra, or 
barren region, stretching along the Arctic 
ocean; second, the central forest regiou, which 
reaches from the Ural Mountains to the Sea of 
Okhotsch; and, third, the fertile region extend- 
ing from Orenburg to the Amoor along the 
southern boundary. The barren and inhospita- 
bie Tundra extends bundreds of miles iniand. 
In summer it is covered with a gray water- 
soaked Arctic moss, and in winter it is a vast ex- 
panse of snow. Beneath it the earth is perpetu- 
ally frozen. In this belt, in about latitude 67 de- 
grees 30 minutes, near the lonely Russian settie- 
ment of Vergoyansk, is the Asiatic pole of cola, 
which does not colncide with either the 
actual or the magnetic pole. Here the mean 
temperature for the year is 4 degrees, and 
for the three winter months 51 degrees. in 
the forest zone, traveling southward, first come 
the gnarled and storm-twisted larches; then 
the pine; and then the primeval forest of wil- 
low, birch, beach, maple, And poplar, and when

EMERY A. STORRS. 


His Criticisms on His Critics—The Lin- 
coln Club Bauquet Speech—The Rau- 
road Probiem and Inter-State Com- 
merce, ' 

Mr. Emery A. Storrs returned home from 
Washington yesterday morning, and was met 
soon after nis arrival by a representative of 
Tun TRIBUNE. His attention being called in the 
course of conversation to the correspondence 
lately published in reference to his speech at 
the Lincoln Club banquet in New York City, and 


the criticisms passed upon bis selection as the 
orator at the Garfield memorial services held 
last evening in Central Music-Hall, Mr. Storrs 
said: 

“I presume I have seen the letters to which 
you refer. I bave seen two from a Mr. Jackson 
and one from ‘Kewanee, published in this 
morning's Taipune. 1 have nothing to say 
about the propriety of selecting me to deliver 
the analogy ypon Gen. Garfield, except that the 
obje u seems to be upon the ground that 1 
am not. and have not been, his friend. I cer- 
tainly dave met with no change of feeling to- 
ward Gen. Garfield since his death. No criti- 
| cisins were passed, and no impropriety seemed 
to be noted, in my delivering the eulogy upon 
him before the Union League Ciub of 
this city, and. also at the at 
demonstration on tne Lake-Front. During his 
lifetime J never uttered a word gor éptertained 
@ thought hostile to Gen. Gartieid. i defended 
him very openly at the time chat the De a 
charges were made against him; I defended him 
when the Credit Mobiler charges were made 
against bim; and my acquaintance witb bim 
was intimate and friendly. 1 think I supported 
his election with quite as much zeal as any of the 
gentiemena who now claim to be his special rep- 
resentatives and legatees. I as sincerely de- 
sired the success and prosperity of his 
Administration as any living man. I did 
not believe that the appointment of Mr. 
Robertson was wise or politic. 1 desired 
to have the differemees growing out of that ap- 
pointmeut bealed and reconciled. In a long in- 
terview with Gen. Garfieid, the result of which 
was published in Tue TRIBUNE at the time, 1 
was assured by him that that piace would be 
used for no merely factional purposes, and 1 
communicated those assurances, with the 
strongest protestauons of my belief in them, 
ta gentlemen who were very prominent iu doubt- 
ing the wisdom of the appointment. I made 
such communicauons with the knowledge and 
at the ust of Gen. Garfield, and ou my return 
from astington stated in an intervie 
in Tue Tripune that 1 delieved that 

differences would be finally healed. 
To my personal koowledge four-fifths of 
the Kepulilican Senators believed the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Robertson to be impolitic. i have 
no doubt that Gen. Gurfield regretted it; and in 
a long interview, extending over about three 
hours, the 

WHOLE HISTORY OF THAT APPOINTMENT 
was stated to me by bim. Such an idea as that 
my opiniog, 21 I freely expressed to him upon 
that subject, could produce any feeling of 
alienation between himself and myself was 
never entertained for a second by eitber of us. 

“ The Lincoln banquet to which you refer was 
the annual dinner of the Lincoln Club, and was 
aprivate affair. The report of the speeches 
was exceedingly meugre. 1 responded to the 
toust of “The Memory of Abraham Lincoln,. 
and in speakiug of Mr. Lincoin's courage 
gf opinion, his love for peace, and his strong 
sympathies with the weak, 1 did say that, as 
much as be loved peace, he was wise enough to 
know that bonorabie peace could never |! 
subsist side by side with injustice; that be woul 
never have made a promise to a slave and have 
broken it; that be would bave kept it, and did 
so; and that | thought we had better have ydars 
of uproar than four years of such periidious 
and hypocritical administration as we had re- 
cently passed througb—referring exclusively to 
the treatment of the freedmen at the South. I 
happen to know that my views upon that sub- 
ect were no stronger than Gen. Garfield's. 

happen to know that the idea which for these 
four years gained quite extensive currency, 
that the Government had notbing to do with the 
bulldozing and terrorism of the voters at the 
South, but that it must be turned over to the 
State, was not the doctrine which Gen. Garfield 
entertained. That of the Republican 
platform of 1880 which repudiates that doctrine, 
and which asserts that it is the duty of the Gen- 
eral Government to execute all its oon engage- 
ments, and to see that its own promises are 
maintained, and that it cannot do this by refer- 
ring chat duty to the States, or to-any State, was 
written by myself, was only portion of the 
platform adopted by any applause, as a refer- 
ence to the proceedings will show, and received 
from Gen. Garfield the heartiest and completest 
commendation, for we discussed it together.” 

Mr. Storrs’ attention was then called to an 
editorial in yeagterday’s TarBuNeE io reference to 


the question of inter-State railway legislation, 


and upon that he said: ; 

“I shall be pleased when I have — to- 
morrow—to comment upon that portion of the 
editorial to which you addressed my attention, 
and which I have this moment seen for the first 
time. The difficulty with itis that it does not 
state my argumeuts at all, and does not come 
near stating them. It was probably written 
without being familiar with the Reagan biil, 
which 1 was criticising. It is fortunate for 
those who are interested in the removal of 
all unjust discriminations in inter-State traffic 
that the fate of such legislation does not rest 
upon the passage of Mr. it n’s bill, or the 
bill known as the Reagan bil, for but few men 
can be found who could defend that bill after 
being thoroughly acquainted with its nature.

EASTERN CRIME. 


Doings of a Gang of Outlaws Which 
Now Infests the Region East of Troy, 
N. X. » 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chiccgo Trtune 

Troy, N. Y., Feb. 27.—The operations of a des- 
perate gang of lawbreakers create much excite- 
ment in Northern Massachusetts and the dis- 
tricts on the borders of New York and Vermont. 
The illicit work of.the banded brotherbood cen- 
tres in Hartwellville, but periodical raids are 
made into the Towns of Readeboro, Searsburx. 
Stratton, and Summit. This band is considercd 
the most dangerous that has ever been organ- 
ized in Vermont, or, perhaps, anywhere in the 
Northern or Eastern States. The members of 
the gang are Edson Fuller, the condemacd 
murderer of Witham, Elliott Fuller, his 
son, Calvin Fuller (Edson's brother), Art 
Belden, and some ten or ifteen 
others, who are quite well known, but who have 
not yet been detected in their crimes, which are 
of every imaginable kind, This norde of out- 
laws have a cave in the mouutains (the Hoosac 
Range furnishes many secret retreats for all 
classes of marauders) it is believed, where they 
store their plunder until they can dispose of it; 
at least, itis known that they have some place 
where they concea! their ill-gotten gains, and it 
has not yet been possibie for the omoers of the 
law to discover it. Their recent stronghold is 
thought by some to be in the Somerset 
forest, which is one of the wildest re- 
gions of the earth. The criminals are 
believed to be counected with other out- 
law organizations. operating in Vermont and 
New York, and are united by a regular code of 
secret signs and signals. 

They have carried on a thriving business in 
stealing wool and other factory supplies by the 
Wholesale. Hundreds of prominent cotton and 
woolen manufacturing establishments have 
deen piundered, and thousands ot duilars’ worth 
of textile fabrics and goods have been carried 
to the secret depository of the gang. The North 
Adams om, industrial establishiwwents have 
suffered greatly from the predatory incursions. 
In some instances whole cargoes of wooi and man- 
ulactured articies have beenstolen. Au impres- 
sion prevails in police circies to the effect that 
the plunder is transported to Lake Champlain 
and smuggled to the Canadian side, where it is 
disposed of. A larue quantity of wool and 
manufactured goods were stoleu a year ago and 
sold at Brattleboro, VI., and Witham, who wus 
brutally murdered, claimed to have evidence 
that old Edson Fuller, whojshot bim, was in that 
job, and it is generally believed that Witbam’'s 
knowledge of Fuller's crookedaess was one of 
the principal motives impellmg the murder. 

Belden, now out on bail ‘or the Dover 
stealing affair, is said to have been seen a few 
days ago at Fuller's house. Everybody in Ver- 
mont who are not connected with the law- 
breakers are afraid of their lives, and do not 
dare to keep their eyes open too much, or to go 
out after dark. 

“Oid Cal Fuller,” brother of the murderer, is 
a peculiar character. He is a rather jean oid 


viliain, who stoops very much, and walks with? 


the stealth of a panther. He is an almost per- 
fect counterpart of Cooper's hero, * Natty 
Bumpo,” in wood-craft, but has none of Natty’s 
kind and loveabie qualities. It is stated that he 
through the [forest with the secrecy of an 
ndian. It is impossible to get men to go into 
that region to ferret out the doings of the ganz. 
Severai officers that were eng to detect and 
capture members of the band have mysterious- 
ly disappeared, and it is thought they have been 
murdered. Any one who enters the so-called 
domain of criminals is liable to be 
shot dow even in broad daylight as they gp 
through the woods. The approaching murder 
trial will make plenty of bad blood, and some- 
y will bave to suffer for it. There is a strong 
probability that if old Fuller is not removed 
from Bennington jail to some safe place before 
long be will never see Windsor prison and the 
galiows it holds, for the garg here mean to res- 
cue him. and will do it. Scveral Ku-Kiux mis- 
sives have been sent to parties who have been 
concerned in police investigations agaiost Ful- 
ler, warning them, under penalty of terrible ana 
— death, not to appear as witnesses against 
m. 


So extensive and flagrant have become the 
outrages of the freebvoters recently that the 
authorities bave determined upon the adoption 
of more organized and vigorous measures for 
the suppression of the criminality. 
The State Constabulary is to be strengtheued, 
while experienced and shrewd detectives are to 
be employed by the manufacturers that have 
suffered irom the depredations of Jaw-break- 
ers. After ail the necessary arrangemeuts are 
completed, a general and powerful onslaught 
will be made upon the ae of the 
brotherhood. Should it be rendered necessary, 
the State militia may be calied into requisition. 
The Governors of New York and Mas- 
sachusetts have promised to ald the 
Vermont authorities, and it is ex- 
pected chat an active crusade will be 
commenced against the lawless characters with- 
in a few days. Three of the marauders are 
wanted by New York authorities for the outrage 
and murder of Miss Bella T. Wood, which oc- 
curred on the State line, near North Adama, 
Mass., a few yearsago. Two other members of 
the gang committed a similar crime between 
North Adams und Hooeac last summer, and sev- 
eral Massachusetts State Constables have been 
trying to capture them, but have so far falled ia 
doing s0. 


POKE WELLS AND NORRIS. 


In At pting to Escape from the Of- 
fice They Receive Several More 
Doses of Cold Lead, and Vill Prob- 
ably Die.

Sr. Joseps, Mo., Feb. 277.—Poke Wells and Bill 
Norris, the notorious robbers and outlaws of 
this county, were arrested near Hermit, Wis., 
on Saturday last. Yesterday morning Sheriff 
Chandler, of Fremont County, Iowa, and his 
posse started from Wisconsin to Iowa with the 
prisoners, and while traveling the two men in 
charge of the prisoners fell asleep and the pris- 
oners made an effort to escape, and in moving 
woke up the officers, who began firing on them. 
Wells received six and Norris five balls. They 
were downed and taken to Sidney, Ia., where 
they left the train for medical treat- 
ment. Both men were literally riddled

There is in fact, a ma‘hematical solution to 
this tarif equasion which is within the compass 
of every thinktug man's powers of comprehen- 
sion, yet none of us can feel it altogether obliga- 
tory to plant ourselves fully on the mathematical 
answer. no more than can individually carry out 
in practice the injunction to do unto others as 
we would they do gnto us.

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The Comet and the Sun. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 

CuicaGo, Feb. . —In his meditations on the 
expected collision of a certain comet with the 
sun, THE TRIBUNE astronomer does not seem to 
have given due weight to two eciements 
the problem, otherwise be would not have 
drawn quite so terribie a picture of our fate, I 
believe. Here are my two sources of : 
(1) The reasoning of the T. A. implies that the 
substance of the comet will be a single, solid, 
and rigid mass at the moment of the impact. 
Have we any evidence that such will be the 
case? Thatisdoubtful. @) It seems also as- 
su the surface of the sun is solid and 
almost unyielding. But su with many 
astronomers of the present day that our lum 
nary is in the condition of a dense gas or of a 
liquid -at most, would not the #plashing all 
around greatly decrease the evolution of heat 
and convert back much of it into motion in the 
sun? Pourquoi pas? CRUCIBLE. 

[Of course there is always a risk of error in 
reasoning where the field lies so very far out- 
side the range of our experience, as it does in 
this case. We can only experiment with tem- 
peratures insignificantly low as com with 
80,000,000 degrees. But so far as our reasoning 


“extends we are justified in holding that beat 


and mass motion are strietly interconvertible 
and correlative for ail points in the scale of 
temperature and velocity. If this be 80, 
we need not inquire whether the masa. 
be solid, liquid, or gaseous. Under either 
form the “destruction” of a velocity of 
330 miles per second must evolve a tem- 
perature rise of 80,000,000 Fahrenbeit degrees. 
It seems probable thata “splashing all around” 
would follow the fallofa comet into the sun; 
and while the commotion lasted the increase of 
heat would be less than if there were no such 
splashing. Butthe subsidence of that motion 
would evolve the residue of heat, and the sum 
total be exactly the same as if all were pro- 
duced in a moment. The process we call rust- 
ing evolves exactly as much heat as if the same 
quantity of the material were burned rapidiy 
instead of rusted slowly; and this fact, familiar 
tothe chemist, appears to be exactly paralleled 
in the more mechanical correlation of forces. 


There is no legitimate reason to doubt that the , 


fail of the comet into the sun will cause an in- 
crease of temperature equal to that stated. But 
itis, of course, understood that such increase 
belongs only to the quantity of matter in the 
falling mass; and, as stated in the articie re- 
ferred to, that will be distributed among the 
matter composing the sun. Our hope of escape 
from disaster rests upon the probabiiity that the 
quantity of falling matter will be too small to 
do us serious damage. That probability is al- 
most a certainty, as a consequenceof the loss of 


matter in passing through the solar atmosphere 


during perihelion passages previous to the final 
collapse.—TRIBUNE ASTRONOMER.] ©
